DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 56-78 are pending. Claim 56 is independent. 

2. The rejection of claims 56-78 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Marshall et al. (US 5,691 ,292), in view of Ospinal et al. (US 5,965,508) has been 
withdrawn in light of the Examiner's Amendment below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Patrick Finn on September 1, 2004. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
The claims: 

In claim 56, line 1 , delete "about 7.0" and insert -6.8— after the phrase "pH value 
less than". 

Reasons For Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 56-78, 
renumbered 1-23, are allowable over the prior art of record. The Examiner's 
Amendment and the arguments filed by the applicant's are sufficient to place the instant 
claims in condition for allowance. 
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The most pertinent prior art is Marshall et al. (US 5,691,292). Marshall et al. 
teach a thixotropic liquid automatic dishwashing detergent having an enzyme, low 
foaming nonionic surfactant and non-phosphate builder and broadly discloses a pH of 
between about 7 and about 1 1 , but does not disclose or fairly suggest an acidic pH as 
required by the instant claims. The teachings of Marshall et al. alone or in combination 
do not suggest a liquid automatic dishwashing detergent having an acidic pH less than 
6.8. Accordingly, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
